AIR SPRINGS TO DISPLACE 
RUBBER TIRES ON AUTOS 


New Invention May Ultimately Reduce 
Cost of Machines by Half. 


Pittsburg, Pa.—A new invention has 
just been completed by George West- 
inghouse. It is an air spring, and by 
it Westinghouse says the expense of 
running all vehicles now rubber-tired 
will be decreased at least 60 per cent, 
since the rubber tire may now be dis- 
pensed with. It is claimed that the 
new invention will ultimately reduce 
the price of automobiles one-half. 

The new air spring idea, which is 
now being. tried out in Pittsburg, isa 
series of plunge rs working on air cush- 
ions, on the same principal as an 
elevator plunger. The air spring is 
placed under each corner of the frame 
of an automobile and takes up the 
shock with greater ease than do the 
rubber tires. Each spring for an 
automobile is a cylinder about three 
inches in diameter and perhaps ten 
inches long, the plunger being con- 
nected with the automobile frame 
working up and down as increasing or 
diminishing weight requires.

CLAIMS TO LONGEVITY ARE 
. UPSET BY CENSUS BUREAU 


Extreme Span of Human Life is Less 
Than 110 Years. 


Washington.—A chapter concerning 
reported centenarians is contained in 
the Census Bureau's latest annual mor- 
tality statistics report prepared by 
Chief Statistician Dr. Cressy L. Wil- 
bur, of the division of vital statistics. 

The report affirms that it is undoubt- 
edly true that the age of 100 years is 
occasionally attained. It suggests that 
it is perhaps doubtful whether, as 
shown by incontrovertible evidence, 
the age of 110 has ever been reached or 
exceeded. This would, it is stated, set 
the possible longevity of man or the 
extreme span of human life somewhere 
between 100 and 110 years. 

Dr. Wilbur declares that it would be 
a fact of vast iaterest to humanity if 
it were true that a human being could 
live 150, or 140, or 130 years, or even 
120 or 110 years, 
exact observation. The capability of 
the bodily mechanism would be tested 


as established by |

EARNING A BIG SALARY. 


Story About General Manager of 
th- New York Interboroagh. 

“How does a high«salaried man earn 
his pay?” asks a writer in System, and 
proceeds to answer his own question 
with the following imcident: 

“Some time ago Frank Hédley, the 
general manager of the Interborough, 
was waiting on a subway station plat- 
form. A train drew In with the power 
on, reached the stop signal and came 
to a sudden halt, jolting the passengers 
and straining the machinery. , The in-

“He went to a manufacturer of time 
clocks and. gave an order for an ex- 
perimental timepiece that would re- 
cord elapsed time during which elec- 
tric power was being used by the Inter- 
borough trains. The manufacturer in 


| due time produced a smal! device that 


| could be attached to the mechanism in 
the motorman’s box tm su5h a way that 
the power could be turned on only 
after the time clock bad been unlocked 
by the motorman's special key and 
the clock set in operation. : 
“When the power was shut off the 
clock would record the exact moment. 
By this means the exact number of 
hours, minutes and seconds during 
which that motorman consumed elec- 
tric current was automatically record: 
ed and a special device printed the to- 
tal elapsed time during the day’s run. 
The device was attached to the mo 
; tormen’s control boxes in all the trains 
lon one line and experimented with 
| for a month. Instructions were issued 
to the motormen to coast into the sta- 
| tions by turning off the power as far 
| distant from the stopping place as pos- 
sible and come to a gradual halt after 
running some rods by the force of 
momentum. Rewards .jeese offered to 
the men whose records showed the 
most economical use of electric power 
“At the end of the month the en- 
gineer of the line reported a reduc 
ion of over 15 per cent in the power 
consul The individual records of 
the men showed a reduction ranging 
from 10 per cent to 40 per cent over 
the amount of power used previously 
| Time clocks have béen ordered for the 
| other Interborough lines. 
“It may be assumed that the same 
| saving in power will be effected. The 
|Interborough’s annual coal bill for 
producing electric current is $2,800,000 
A saving of 15 per cent means a sav. 
ing of $294,000 a year on this item 
alone, to say nothing of the saving on 
wear and tear of machinery. The sum 
is considerably. larger than Frank Hed 
lev’s salary.”

SUN DIAL MOTTOES. 


Many Famous Examples in England, 
Ranging from Grave to Gray. 

Very curious inscriptions appear on 
many sun dials, such.as the one on 
Paper buildings, in the Temple, says 
the Gentlewdman, which bids one ab- 
ruptly “Begone about your business,” 
and again in Pump court we are told 
that “shadows we are, and like shad- 
ows depart.” 

Others on various sun dials are: 
“The day will come,” “Everywhere the 
same,” “Behold we fly,” “I show by 
the kindness and splendor of the sun,” 
“This is the day,” “Learn to value 
time,” “I fly while you behold me,” 
“Enjoy the present hour,” “The shad- 
ow moves though I am at rest,” “I set 
to rise,’ “Days make years,” “I stay 
for no man,” “The day flies,” “Such is 
life,” “Man is but a shadow,” “Redeem 
the time,” “Lying does not belong to 
me,” “The brightest day has_ its 
shades,” “You pursue a shadow,” ‘‘You 
may waste but cannot stop me,” “Life 
is fleeting as the shadow,” “Let not the 
sun go down on thy wrath.” 

Vertical sun dials could be placed 
on a south wall with but little trouble 
and less material, for it only required 
a dial to cast a shadow and radiating 
incised lines marked on the wail. 
These often appeared on churches, and 
were generally near the southwestern 
angle. 

Sometimes sun dials even appeared 
in stained glass windows. These are 
still to be seen in Lambeth palace, and 
at one time there was another in the 
Church of All Hallows Staining, Mark 
lane. 

Another kind of dial was of a port- 
able description known as tne “ring” 
type, to be worn on the finger, the 
light finding its way through a tiny 
hole. Of tnese the rarest sort known 
was furnished with a combination of 
projections for throwing the shadow 
of the sun. Cardinal Wolsey had one 
made in brass gilt on which were en- 
graved his arms. Other portable ones 
were a sort of combination of dial and 
compass folded up. 

Then there was the pillar sun dial, 
with which we are familiar. Of this 
kind the baluster-shaped pillar is most 
frequently seen, though, of course, 
there are many variationg,,some tak- 
ing the form of columns more or less 
carved and decorated. 

In most recent years sun dials of 
growing shrubs have been made as or- 
naments to lawns, such as the one at 
Broughton Castle, near Banbury. The 
hours are made of growing box or yew 
embedded in minute fragments of 
smashed marble; the upright diat, also 
growing, is of yew, and is cut and 
trimmed into shape. Around the whole 
is written-in letters of yew, “Memory 
lives, but. the hour flies.” 

A vertical sun dial on the wall of 
Sandringham House, King Edward’s 
country place, says, ‘Let others tell 
of storms and showers, I only count 
the sunny hours.”
